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POPULARITY OF ANNIVERSARY MEDALS 
SEEN ON THE INCREASE 


Medals commemorating town anniversaries 
have met with popular favor resulting in 
more issues each year and sharp advances in 
price for many of the issues when on longer 
available from original sponsors. Various 
types of medals or badges have been issued 
for town celebrations in the past but no 
great interest was aroused outside the lo- 
cal area until the Concord, N.H. Bicenten- 
nial medals showing a Concord Coach became 
popular as "Wells Fargo" medals across the 
nation. The superb design and workmanship 
combined with skillful promotion and excel- 
lent support of Concord Rotary Club and lo- 
cal citizens sold the entire issue months 
before the celebration reached its climax. 
Speculation pushed prices of silver medals 
to more than ten times the issue price. 

Deerfield and Lee decided to follow suit 
with similar silver and bronze medals and 
their efforts met with reasonable success. 
Others followed in turn, and Conway came 
out with medals after the celebration was 
over. Atkinson and Croydon introduced gold 
medals in addition to silver and bronze. 
Henniker and Sunapee followed suit.

The First National Bank of Portsmouth organized in 
1863 succeeded this bank and was #1 in the Treasury Department where their bonds were 
kept in box #1. It is #19 on Comptroller's books since articles of association were 
returned to comply with new rules and delay allowed 18 other banks to get in ahead.
